2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a hard surface cleaner as set forth above. The closest prior art of Garner 
et al, US 6.037,316 teaches abrasive compositions comprising citric add anionic 
surfactant, and abrasive (col. 9, table IX). The prior art does not teach alginate beads 
as suspended inclusions in a hard surface cleaner. Accordingly, the present claims are 
allowable.
